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Restaurants will bring 
'evening culture'to town

DORCHESTER has seen 
the biggest transformation 
of the town centre since 
the opening of the town 
brewery. 

Last weekend the former 
Eldridge Pope site saw 
more restaurants open - 
with each one of them full 
to bursting. 

Normally empty during 
the evenings the market 
car park was as full as it 
would be on a busy market 
day. 

National chains arriving 
at Brewery Square have 
created more than a hun¬ 
dred new jobs between 
them and given local din¬ 
ers more choice than in 
many neighbouring, larger 
towns. 

Joining Carluccio’s and 
Nando’s, the first to open 
in the development, has 
been Zizzi, Pizza Express 
and Wagamama with 
Costa Coffee opening a 
second branch in the 


county town, opposite the 
south rail station. 

The openings have also 
seen the square itself 
opened for the first time, 
complete with coloured 
lights and 37 water foun¬ 
tains, together with the 
giant screen which over¬ 
looks the development. 

In time that will be used 
to show short films and 
major sporting events. 
Local youngsters immedi¬ 
ately took to the new fea¬ 
ture, running in and out of 
the fountains, watched by 
diners in restaurants over¬ 
looking the new town 
square. 

Andrew Wadsworth, di¬ 
rector of Waterhouse, 
which is developing the 
former brewery site with 
Resolution Property, said 


the new restaurants, to¬ 
gether with the Odeon cin¬ 
ema, have created a new 
evening culture for Dorch¬ 
ester. 

Typical of the new 
restaurants is Wagamama 
which has created 30 new 
jobs with its 96-cover 
restaurant. Like others it 
offers outdoor seating for 
days and evenings of better 
weather. 

“We are very excited to 
open our newest Waga¬ 
mama restaurant in Brew¬ 
ery Square, particularly as 
the opening has been antic¬ 
ipated for over a year 
now,” said general man¬ 
ager Jo Groves. 

“We hope to welcome a 
variety of cinema goers, 
hotel guests and residents 
as they soak up the atmos¬ 
phere of the amazing new 
development and enjoy our 
Japanese-inspired dishes.”

The sin of 
being proud of one’s self would surely send me rico¬ 
cheting into the fires of hell and eternal damnation? 
However, as I am now over that, I couldn’t and would¬ 
n’t single out any one of “my girls” over another. I 
am proud of everything I make whether intricately 
laden with stitching and beading or jaw droppingly 
simple and understated. 
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■ TELL us about your customers. 

My customers are women. Collectors of rare wearable 
beauty. They come from all over the world and from 
all walks of life. I am a serendipitous discovery for 
some. For others I am a destination to return to again 
and again. 

■ WHAT is your price range? 

My prices are from £165 to £2,500. My sizing is from 
Fairy to Rubensesque. I have a one off range of 
clothes that are rare and unrepeatable. I have a hand 
knitted range. It’s like a limited-edition print run. I 
provide a made to measure service on these styles. 

■ YOU were an actress before a seamstress, of 
which production are you most proud? 

In the 1980s I worked with Common Stock Theatre 
Company running a show called “Getting Through”, 
a musical for teenagers challenging the stereotyping 
of young girls going through school. We were invited 
to be ambassadors of our dear Queen, twice at the 
world festival of children’s theatre in Toronto. I had 
never witnessed such knee-buckling, awe-inspiring, 
never to be forgotten, mouth-drying, heart-racing, 
funny, moving, huge, clever, challenging, brilliant, 
loud unforgettable and dangerous theatre ever. Or 
since. It was spoken and sung in languages from all 
over the world and I was part of that. 

■ WHAT do you most like about living here? 

I hear the sea, smell the sea and see the sea every sin¬ 
gle day. 

■ HOW do you spend your time when you are 
not working? 

Mostly, I stare into middle distance and practise the 
art of doing very little - with lie by the fire laziness 
and a cold glass of prosecco in hand.

Tips on how to beat the burglar 


“BEAT the burglar” and 
“foil the fire”, were two of 
the messages from 
Dorset’s second rural 
crime event at Kingston 
Maurward. 

The well-attended event 
included dozens of com¬ 
mercial and non-commer¬ 
cial stands each offering 
hints and tips to increase 
security in the countryside. 

The emergency services 
were well represented, in¬ 
cluding Neighbourhood 
Police Inspector, Les Fry, 
who organised the first 
event. 

“In these challenging 
times we want to help peo¬ 
ple to make it harder for 
criminals to commit crime 
by taking appropriate 
crime prevention steps.” 

PC Tony Tester was 
amongst the police officers 
at the event, bringing along 
the quad bike he uses for 
patrols in wood and heath- 
land areas. 

“The year, before we had 
this, one of my patrol areas 
had about ten serious fires. 
Last year it was down to 
two...people know that 
we’re about and, despite 
difficult terrain, can reach 
them if we have to,” he 
said. 

Other police exhibits on 
the day included a mobile 
shed which they had

tradesperson they saw 
working on houses or in 
gardens. 

Crime Prevention and 
Design Advisor for Dorset 
Police, Debbie Oldfield, 


said: “If you feel that you 
have been a victim of a 
rogue trader please do not 
feel embarrassed. Contact 
Dorset Police or Trading 
Standards and report it. 

“By working together 


we can try to stop this sort 
of heinous crime.” 

Advice offered to deal 
with callers at the door in¬ 
cludes: 

• Always remember to 
put the chain on the door 
before opening it. 

• Do not phone any 
telephone number pro¬ 
vided by the caller, it 
could be bogus. 

• Always check the 
caller’s identity by phon¬ 
ing the number in the tele¬ 
phone book. Shut the door 
and get them to wait out¬ 
side. A genuine caller will 
be happy to wait. 

• Never agree to any 
work offered on the 
doorstep, no matter how 
urgent the caller says it is. 

• Always get three 
quotes for work and if pos¬ 
sible get recommendations 
from family and friends. 

• Never pay cash up¬ 
front. 

• A trader must provide 
you with cancellation 
rights in writing. 

If concerned or intimi¬ 
dated by a caller at your 
door then please call 
Dorset Police on 999.

Has party politics come into play? 


■ OF late I have questioned both my expectations of and my con¬ 
tribution to West Dorset District Council (WDDC) to which I was 
elected almost two years ago. Finding a healthy degree of open¬ 
ness, honesty and transparency would have been a good start but, 
to date, I've seen precious little evidence of this. 

Like many others I was flabbergasted when, out of nowhere, 1,000 
new homes were proposed for Came View to the south east of 
Dorchester beyond the bypass. Not only is this site of huge impor¬ 
tance in archaeological and cultural terms but it scored badly in 
WDDC's own sustainability assessment of various sites in West 
Dorset. 

At the last full council meeting (26th February 2013) we were in¬ 
formed that there had been significant objection to further housing 
on Sherborne's Barton Farm site despite the benefits that a new A30 
Marston Magna link road would have on traffic in the town centre. 
I asked what the criteria were for the use of the term "significant" 
but was given no answer. 

At a briefing session for councillors held on Monday 22nd April 
we were informed that the Came View site, a late addition to the 
new Local Plan, was promoted by the cabinet or Executive Commit¬ 
tee (comprising just six councillors, two of whom represent Sher¬ 
borne and its immediate catchment area) and that the Barton Farm 
site in Sherborne was not being considered. I, and others, are won¬ 


dering why this is so and are doubtful that the Sherborne site will 
feature when the Policy Scrutiny Committee discuss this issue at 
their meeting on Monday 13th May. 

I am an independent councillor having no party allegiance and I 
find it disturbing that on a major planning issue with serious impli¬ 
cations for the future, an issue which should be considered by all 
48 councillors dispassionately and on planning grounds/merit 
alone, it would appear that party politics has come into play. 

Councillor Robert Gould, the leader of the District Council (repre¬ 
senting the Queen Thorne ward just outside Sherborne) is also the 
cabinet member (Environment) of the county council (representing 
Sherborne). In his anxiety to retain his county council seat (perhaps 
with a view to running for the leadership of that council too?) and 
not rock the Tory boat in the safest of its havens, has the leader of 
WDDC knowingly engineered matters so that this last minute hous¬ 
ing allocation is"dumped"on Dorchester? 

If readers feel that high-handed actions like this are bringing 
WDDC's reputation into disrepute then I would suggest they write 
to the Chief Executive expressing their concerns.

Dorset sees a high number 
of custodial sentances 

DORSET magistrates are jailing a higher percentage 
of offenders than in other parts of the country. 

Latest figures show that custodial sentences are im¬ 
posed in just over three per cent of all Dorset court 
hearings, compared to half that rate in the counties 
of Warwickshire and Northumbria. But despite this 
the national average for custodial sentences is 3.8 per 
cent of all appearances. 

The Howard League for Penal Reform is using the 
statistics to try and encourage magistrates to make 
more use of community sentences which, it argues, 
results in a better outcome for the offender and soci¬ 
ety as a whole. 

Dorset magistrates courts sentenced 12,180 people 
during 2011, or which 379 were custodial. This figure 
is much lower than ten years earlier when almost 
twice as many people could have expected a custo¬ 
dial sentence. 

The Howard League believes there should be more 
consistency in sentencing across the country. 
Chief Executive Frances Crook said:"Community sen¬ 
tences are much cheaper than custody and they de¬ 
liver better results. 

"They not only address the person's offending, but 
allow them access to other services they may need, 
such as help with drink, drugs or mental health prob¬ 
lems." 

Plea for safer parking 

RESIDENTS in a Dorchester street are calling for help 
to stop poor parking outside their homes. 

They claim the situation is putting lives and prop¬ 
erty at risk. 

Steve Walker from Sydenham Way is pleading with 
local councillors to take action. He says his hedge has 
been crushed by an unidentified large vehicle as it 
was forced to mount the pavement to get around 
parked cars. 

"Drivers frequently park across the corners of the T 
junction, making it impossible for pedestrians to 
cross with prams of walking aids, or for delivery ve¬ 
hicles to safely negotiate the turning,"he said in a let¬ 
ter to town and district councillors.

To commemorate this achievement Road Safety 
GB, the patrol's national body, has commissioned a 
special badge and certificate for all school crossing 
patrol officers. 

Rob Camp, road safety officer for Dorset County 
Council, said: "It is a great achievement for the service 
and although we have seen some changes the role 
is essentially the same today as it was 60-years-ago." 

The idea for school crossing patrols came in the late 
1940s in the London Boroughs of Dagenham and 
Barking when two of the newly created road safety 
officers recognised a growing problem with the 
safety of child pedestrians given the increasing vol¬ 
ume of traffic on roads. The idea proved popular and 
spread to other London boroughs. The service was 
officially created by the School Crossing Patrol Act in 
1953. The first official patrol started work in 1954. 

Rural Dorset currently has 57 school crossing site, 
employing 54 patrols.The service currently has three 
vacancies, one each in Dorchester, Charminster and 
Bridport.

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Students learn secrets of a good 
interview with View From's Trevor

VIEW from Dorch¬ 
ester’s reporter Trevor 
Bevins has been help¬ 
ing Thomas Hardye 
students learn interview 
techniques and how to 
write-up the results. 

The pupils are taking 
part in a project which 
will see them interview 
older people, recording 
memories of their 
leisure time. 

Later in the year these 
will be included in an 
exhibition and used on 
a smart phone app’ with 
some of the records 
being deposited in the 
County Records Office. 

Trevor, who works 
part-time for View from 
Dorchester , is a former 
BBC senior producer 
who used to run BBC 
Dorset FM as well as 
presenting its breakfast 
programme. He has 
also taken part in a 
number of national 
projects collecting peo¬ 
ple’s memories both of 
dialect and their 
wartime experiences. 

The FreeTime project 
invited Trevor to talk 
about some of these ex¬ 


periences to students in 
the English Department. 

He covered key ap¬ 
proaches in securing an 
interesting story from 
interviewees, including 
asking open-ended ques¬ 
tions and taking a keen 
interest in what people 
are saying - the tech¬ 
nique of “active listen¬ 
ing”. 

The ability to ask 
open-ended questions is 
very important in many 
vocations, not just jour¬ 


nalism, and includes 
sales, counselling and 
education. Trevor told 
the group how: “In jour¬ 
nalism, stories are all 
about people and how 
they are affected by 
events. Audiences want 
to experience the emo¬ 
tion and asking open- 
ended questions is a 
basic way to gather in¬ 
formation. But like 
everything else, there’s a 
skill to it.” 

Other tips included 


how to use silences, not 
to leap in and fill any 
awkward gaps, but 
allow the people you are 
interviewing to fill them, 
giving them a chance to 
think more about your 
questions. 

The students practiced 
the advice and went 
through the questions 
they will be asking in 
oral history interviews.

Step closer to community ownership 


THE next move to Dorchester Town 
Football Club becoming community 
owned was announced at a public 
meeting last week when current 
chairman Shaun Heam confirmed he 
will transfer half of his majority 
share to Dorchester Town FC Com¬ 
munity Trust on May 17th. 

Around 150 supporters attended 
the Dorford Centre to hear the inten¬ 
tions of both parties along with those 
of guest speakers James Mathie of 
Supporters Direct, an organisation 
set up by the government to promote 
the value of supporters and commu¬ 
nity involvement, and Martin Clay¬ 
ton, a member of Lewes FC who 
have embraced the community own¬ 
ership approach. 

The plans would see Heam and the 
trust each own 27 and a half per cent 
of his share in the first instance, to 
allow the chairman time to ensure 
that the backing of such a scheme

has support. 

He said: “Instead of taking the line 
of transferring the shares in one hit, 
I want to see that the confidence and 
backing is there. It’s safe to say the 
model will be changing for next sea¬ 
son and I think if we all pull together 
it will be fantastic for the club.” 

However the public were warned 
by Neal Butterworth, current treas¬ 
urer of the trust and the nominated 
joint chairman of the new alliance 
with Hearn, that: “It won’t be easy, 
and we can’t do it on our own.” 

The audience was told that the 
long term plans were to make the 
club more sustainable, where, as a 
community owned club, it needed to 
live within its means as it will not be 


able to call upon an individual to bail 
out any shortfall. 

The plans also included the inclu¬ 
sion of Dorchester Town Youth FC 
who were seen as the future of the 
club on the pitch in providing a 
smooth transition from a young age 
hopefully to making the first team. 

After the meeting was thrown open 
to the floor where the speakers were 
joined by John Greenslade, the trust 
chairman and Lloyd Spracklen from 
the youth set-up, with a number of 
points discussed relating to topics 
ranging from transparency of ac¬ 
counts to the cost of floodlighting. 

Mr Butterworth concluded: “We 
don’t have all the answers; it’s a bit 
of a leap of faith we know that, but 
there are a lot of examples of clubs 
who have gone down this road and 
are living within their means. Work¬ 
ing together, we can make this work 
for the club and the community.” 


A fond farewell for community lecture leader 


THE teacher who has organised 
the popular community lectures at 
the Thomas Hardye School was 
praised for his work by head Mike 
Foley at his last event on Monday 
evening. 

Richard Cain will be retiring from

Boost your 

ONE of the best ways to make your home more 
suited to your needs, especially if you have a growing 
family or want to work from home, is to add a bed¬ 
room. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also put 
your home in a different price bracket when you 
come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra bedroom is 
upstairs, with all the others, and sometimes it's pos¬ 
sible to use the space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the front 
of the house, you may be able to divide it in two, as 
long as each room has its own, separate window.This 
may not be as satisfactory as adding space, but it can 
work well if your home's big enough and you're on a 
limited budget. 

When you come to sell, remember that couples and 
sharers will probably be looking for good-sized dou¬ 
ble bedrooms, while families may be happier to have 
more, smaller bedrooms if it means one for each 
child. 

When rejigging the existing space isn't an option, 
consider converting the loft into a bedroom or bed¬ 
rooms instead. If you can also fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, and built-in storage, you've 
created the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are ones 
with skylights (eaves conversions), as the line of the 
roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal if the loft 
has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable space 
inside is often necessary, which means a (more ex¬ 
pensive and complicated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference to 
how useable the space is - some lofts don't have 
enough head height to make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceilings in the rooms 
below. This is a big and expensive job and won't be 
practical if the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase up to 
the loft on the floor below and if this means losing a 
bedroom, you may not gain much by converting the 
loft. 

Building regulations for loft conversions are very 
strict about having a safe means of escape in the 
event of a fire, so it's not necessarily the easiest way 
to add an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably a 


bedrooms 

bathroom or shower room next to it, can work better, 
providing your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add 
kitchen, dining and living space, but they can include 
bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often better because you 
can create extra living space downstairs and bed¬ 
rooms upstairs and it should be cheaper than doing 
a ground-floor extension and a loft conversion, but 
two-storey extensions aren't always easy to do with 
our planning system. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting your 
home's garage (or outbuildings) into one. If the 
garage is mostly used for storage and the stuff can 
be stored elsewhere, the garage may be more useful 
and valuable as a bedroom, as long as it's converted 
properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a bed¬ 
room on top of the garage, if there's space to build 
above it and for a new corridor on the first floor.

A BEN WATSON brace helped Dorchester 
Town to victory over Weston-super-Mare and 
their highest ever position in pyramid football 
history, whilst setting a club record 65 Blue 
Square South points. 

With Kieffer Moore having to withdraw at 
the last moment through sickness, Josh Ten¬ 
nant who has been in deadly form for the re¬ 
serves of late, was given the place alongside 
"Watto" up front. 

Any chance of a the large crowd seeing a 
classic game between two sides who just 
missed the play-off's was spoiled by a bobbly 
pitch and a strong wind that blew down the 
pitch from theTesco superstore end. 

The Seagulls with the wind behind them in 
the first half had the first chance on nine min¬ 
utes but Brett Trowbridge badly scuffed his 
shot wide of goal from 10 yards. 

The Magpies took the lead on 16 minutes 
when Tennant neatly flicked the ball over the 
top of the visitors defence for Watson who 
drew keeper Lloyd Irish before blasting a right 
foot shot past him from 15 yards.

With the elements in their favour in the sec¬ 
ond-half, the home crowd might have ex¬ 
pected to see their side in the ascendency but 
Weston equalised after three minutes when 
Trowbridge was allowed time and space to set 
up a 20 yard drive that beat Matthews low 
down to his left. 

The goal led to the Seagulls best spell of the 
match with plenty of possession but little to 
show in way of shots on goal, although they 
went close when Chas Hemming stepped 
over Kingston's cross, but Kane Ingram under 
pressure from Magpie's skipper Mark Jermyn 
skied his close range effort over the bar. 

At the other end Sam Malsom tried curling 
a free kick in from an acute angle after being 
fouled by Jamie Price, but he over hit it be¬ 
yond the far post, and it looked like the game 


would end in stalemate. 

However midway through the half Dan Way 
replaced Tennant, and he had an almost in¬ 
stant effect. Weston failed to clear the ball on 
71 minutes and it was Way that slid the ball in¬ 
side the box to Watson who stretching, man¬ 
aged to stab the ball past Irish from near the 
penalty spot. The keeper got a touch, but 
could not stop it rolling over the line. 

There was no way back for the Seagulls after 
that as Dorchester buoyed by the goal, man¬ 
aged to see the game out quite comfortably.
